Christmas In Most European Nations 
To Be Merrier Than Last Year, But 
Shortages To Keep Santa From Many

But for oth- 
er millions Christmas will be an- 
other day of worry over rations 
and coal for tho kitchen stove. 


A "Santa Clans" survey of tho 


Christmas prospects of 20 countries 
indicated that, in a material way, 
it will bo somewhat better Christ- 
mas than last year. 
Except In a

It, and cannot vote until 
after 
June, arid that they can vote In 


elections the latter half of 1948 
without a poll tax." 


Out of First Vote. 
Jacobs, in issuing • the opinion, 


held, in subotance. that the new 
residents cannot participate In the 
slated Feb. 7 or April city elec- 
tions because .they will have not 
resided in the city for six months 
prior to that 
time. 
Going back to the questions, he 


wrote: 
"I. In answer to the first ques- 


tion, such citizens do not owe a 
poll tax since all taxes are paid 
for the preceding year. 
If they 


become citizens of the city at any 
time prior to Jan. 1, 1948, they 
will owe a poll tax for the year 
1946, 
but this will not become 


due and payable until after Oct. 
1, 1948. 
"2. 
In answer to the second 


question, I quote from our char- 
ter: 
'Section 7: All persons who 


are qualified to vote In general 
elections In this state, who have 
resided six mcnths in the city 
next proceeding the date of elect- 
ion and who, being subject to the 
payment of a city poll tax for the 
previous year, have paid same, 
shall be qualified voters.'"

No Jury Used. 


No jury was used In the Ha- 


vana court, as in the United States 
practice. 


The decision said Mee, a Chicago

Tho court said no proof had been 


given of precisely what happened

Testimony was cited that 


no lesions, bruises or cuts were 
(ound on the girl immediately af- 
ter the shooting. 


Wounds "Self-Inflicted." 


The court held that Patricia en- 


deavored to prove she was mal- 
treated and resorted to the self-In- 
fliction of Injuries. The judges said 
Mee had no Indication nor knowl- 
edge that the attack was coming 
and that there was no proof that 
Mee attempted to attack Patricia 
with a costume sword, as she con- 
tended. 


The decision said also that it was 
not proved that Mee was suffering 
mentally or was other than normal 


sexually. There was no proof, the 
decision continued, that Mee threat- 
ened of persecuted the girl. 


No Insanity Seen. 
Patricia's use of a prohibited arm, 


tho pistol with which Mee was 
shot, was held to be an aggravat- 
ing circumstance. The judges ruled 
that It was not proved whether Pa- 
tricia acted under an Impulse of 
fear to repel aggression. They also 
hc'.-l that there was no evidence 


that the dancer was temporarily in- 
sane when she fired tho fatal shot.

Price Rises On

ing price of gasoline was under at- 
tack today by the executive com- 
mittee of the county judges 
and 


commissioners association, 
The committee, by 
unanimous 


resolution, called on Attorney Gen-

"whether or not the rapid rise in 
the price of gasoline Is necessary 
and whether or not there Is collu- 
sion between the oil companies." 


"Officials and representatives of 


the oil companies of Texas ad- 
vanced the argument, during 
the 
past session of the Texas legisla- 
ture that an additional tax on gas- 
oline for the purpose of building 
farm-to-market roads would bank- 
rupt the consumer," the resolution 
noted. 


"The price of gasoline was raised 


In Texas at the very time (this) 
argument was being advanced," 
the committee's resolution contin- 
ued, 
adding that the price of gas- 


oline has been raised "substantial- 
ly" on two different occasions 
since that time. 
The representatives of the Judges 
and commissioners association, de- 
scribed the price hikes as "seem- 
ingly unwarranted."
